Thirteen Prisoners escape Krom Oov. 
lUKton .lull rrOBfk Snnlna- t>M 
Barn— Murderer and Hank 
Itnbbcr In Crowd. 

, Sawing their way through the bars 
In the basement windows all of the 
thirteen prisoners In the Covington 
Jail made tholr escape early last night 
before any of the police force know of 
the delivery. Just us the lust one of 
the prisoners was making his get- 
away the wholoxule delivery was dis- 
covered and the police gave chase to 
tbo escaping prisoners, who were seen 
running over the fourth street bridge 
toward Newport. 

Among the men to escape was Mike 
Ward, convicted for manslaughter on 
last Friday and sentenced to serve six 
years In the penitentiary. CsmlllUI 
Terlau, held in the Jail on a charge of 
bank robbery In connection with the 
robbery of the Walton Savings and 
Deposit Bank, Walton, Ky., on De- 
cember 14, 1920, also gained his llb.- 
erty. When Terlau was arrested re- 
cently more than $650 In bonds were 
found in one of his socks, and these 
are said to be a part or the $40,000 
"haul" that was made in the Walton 
robbery. 

Discovery of the delivery was made 
by Ben Biedenharm, night turnkey, 
at the Jail, when he went Into the 
main room of the building, where 
prisoners are kept during Ihe day, lo 
lock the men up for the nlglit. This 
Is done ordinarily at 8:110 o'clock, and 
when the turnkey went into the room 
he found It deserted. 

Hearing a noise in the open dummy 
elevator which leads from the second 
floor to the basement, Biedenharm 
ran to the shaft and looked down. In 
the dim light at the bottom of it he 
caught a glimpse of the last prisoner 
disappearing from sight. Bars that 
had guarded the entrance to the dum- 
my elevator had been sawed off Hush 
with the wood so that only un open- 
ing large enough for food to be patted 
through was left. 

The turnkey gave the alarm and 
rushed down into t lie batement with 
part of the officers on duty while the 
rest of the policemen ran into the 
street, hoping to head off the fugi- 
tives. But they were too late. The 
delivery had been well planned and 
those who went into the basement ex- 
pecting to find the prisoners, discov- 
ered nothing but an open window with 
the bars neatly cut out.

Washington. — asportation of the 

Wilson Administration for its failure 
to use facilities in Its hands for as- 
sisting disabled Boidiors is made by 
KopreHeiitatlce James W. Uood. chair- 
man of the House Appropriations 
Committee. He says: 

"So much has been said in Hie pub-j 
lie press In criticism of Congres with' 
regard to what we have done in pro- 
viding hospitals for our disabled sol- 
diers of tho recent war. that I think It 
might be well to state a few facts In 
regard to what Congress has done and 
What the situation Is regarding hos- 
pitals. 

"1 do not know why a young man 
about 26 years old, down in the Treas- 
ury Department, an Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, does not send 
men who are wounded or sick to the 
hospitals and stop whining about 
there not being hospital facilities. 
Certain it is that ho is asking for 
large appropriations to build new hos- 
pitals, when he absolutely refuses to 
sent men who were disabled In this 
war to the best hospitals that money 
can build. 

"Out of an appropriation of $4ii. I,- 

I there was allotted to the Hoard Of 

Managers of the Soldiers' Homes al- 
most 15,000,000 to reconstruct these 
hospitals. They took the Johnson City 
hospital in Tennessee, for example, 
from which the old s'ddiers of the 
Civil War and the Spanish-American 
War were taken ami sent lo other 
hospitals. That hospital was rebuilt at 
ail expense of more than $1.0110.01)0 as

from frosts. 

This Is a new Item contained In the 
agricultural appropriation hill for the 
next fiscal year. Fruit growers suffer 
enormoui losses annually from frost 
damage which can he avoided through 
heating and other protective measure! 
If they have reliable frost predictions 
and information as to minimum tem- 
perature! which may be expected. The 
Weather Bureau la the only source 
from which such Information can be 
Obtained, So the enterprising Repub- 
licans on the agricultural committees 
ive gotten together and put one over

FORMER SENATOR 
THOS. H. PAYNTER 
DIES AT FRANKFORT 

Former I . S. Senator anil Ex-Con. 
tresxmaii From Mnth DhMct 
Was Native of LewN 
County. 

Formor United States Senator 
Thomas H, I'ayntcr, 6. years old. died 
at his home at Krankkfort Tuesday 
afternoon at 2:30 o'clock after a lin- 
gering illness. Not long ago he un- 
derwent an operation to restore his 
health, but after a temporary Improve- 
ment it gradually declined and for ten 
days no hope had been entertained lor 
his recovery. 

Senator I'ayntcr was active in pub- 
lic life for thirty years, serving suc- 
cessively as Cojtaty Attorney of 
Greenup, Congressman, Appellate 
Judge, Chief Justice ond United States 
Senator. 

Ho was a native of Lewis County, 
and a life long Democrat. He was 
graduated from Centre College, and 
went to Greenup when 21 years old 
and engaged in the practice of law. 

Appointed County Attorney to fill a 
vacancy, he carried the county for the 
office at the succeeding election, al- 
though the county was Republican, 
This brought him to the notice of 
district leaders and he was nominated 
and elected to Congress in the Ninth 
District, by a few hundred voles. He 
won his second term by 5,000 and two 
years later, in a Presidential year, he 
carried this district by 3,000. 

After six years In Congress he was 
elected to the Appellate Bench from 
the Sixth District, served out bis full 
term, during which he presided one 
year as Chief Justice, and was re- 
elected. 

In the midst or bis second term lie 
was called on unexpectedly as a can- 
didate of the Beckham faction .to op- 
pose Senator Joe Blackburn before 
the Democratic legislative caucus In 
1!»07. He was elected and served one 
term, retiring In 1913. Since that time 
he had been engaged In the practice of 
the law. 

Senator Paynter is survived by bis 
wife. Mrs. Elizabeth Pollock Paynter, 
and two children, Mrs. Morton K. 
Vonts, Louisville, and Pollock Payn- 
ter, of Frankfort. 

His wife was a daughter of Joseph 
Pollock, for many years a hanker at
